Amount of Bonds Still to be Paid. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 3.—The debt statement is- 
sued on Monday shows that there are still over 
$10,006,000 worth of bonds on which interest 
has ceased, and on some of which interest ceased 
long ago. “Howdo you account forithis?” your 
correspondent asked ofa Treasury official, “that 


people who hold Government bonds should fail to 
present them for payment when they fall due and 
nterest in them has ceased?” 
“That is rather difficult to answer.” he said 
“You would be surprised to see what a variety 
there 1s of it, and the amount. Why, there is not 
only over ten million dollars of this unclaimed 
debt, but aetually a half-million dollars of inter- 
est on it that has never been claimed. In some 
cases the interest was so long unclaimed before 
the bonds matured that it has amounted to as 
much as the principal.” 
“Where, do you suppose, are these obligations 
held, and why don’t the owners present them for 
payment?” 
“Give itup. That is a conundrum that nubody 
can successfully answer. Probably some of them 
are lost, some burned up, some are in the hands 
of persons who do not realize their value. Some 
of these, you see, are bonds and other Govern- 
ment obligations, issued over fifty years ago. 
There is over $50,000 worth, for instance, which 
matured prior to 1837. More than that, there 1s 
over $60, in interest on this debt, which has 
never been claimed.

But of the older series 
very few are presented. You see there are several 
classes of these bonds and other obligations still 
out.’ 
‘‘How about the fractional currency and worn- 
out greenbacks. The Government is something 
the gainer by failure to present those for re- 
demption, is it not?” 
“Oh, yes. We can’t tell how many of the green- 
backs are lost, tor they are constantly being pre- 
sented for exchange for new ones, you know; but 
of the fractional currency there is over $15,000,000 
which has hever been presented for redemption. 
This, when presented, is redeemed in coin or 
Treasury notes, but not in other fractional cur- 
rency.’ 
“Is much of this now presented for payment?” 
“No. It comesin very slowly, perhaps at the 
rate of a couple of thousand dollars a month, or a 
little more. Since August last the sum of this 
fractional currency out sanding has been reduced 
about $20,000, which you see is a small sum com- 
parea with the total outstanding. You see the 
amount estimated as lost or destroyed by the act 
of 1879 Was $8,375,934. The remaindtr, which is 
now counted as part of the public debt, amounts 
to over $7,000,000. It is not likely that over a 
couple of millions of this will ever be presented. 
Many persons save all they get of it, you know, as 
curiosities, and it wilt never be presented.”’ 
“Then the amount of Government obligations 
past due and redeemable on presentation really 
amounts to about $25,000,000?” 
“To say nothing of the greenbacks and other

PILOT A CORPSE. 


The Futile Attempts to Subdtie 
the Monster Elephant, 


a 


He ts Tied Down and Beaten, But Refuses to 


Ey Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEw YorK. April 6.—Pilot, the ferocious mon- 
ster elephant, who took rank next to Jumbo in 
point of size, terminated his earthly career yester- 
day, after an exhibition of stubborn viciousness 
which indicated to his owners that it would not be 
safe to retain him longer among their employes or 
exhibit him to their patrons. Pilot made as bad a 
record for himself as an elephant often obtains, 
He was of Asiatic birth, a native of Ceylon, and 
about thirty years old. Ten of these he had spent 
in captivity, and during all this time bis keepers 
could not trust him alone. 
His first appearance before the public 
was in Cross’ Menagerie in London, when 
all the employes of the institution stood in deadly 
fear of histemper. He wound up his career in 
England in 1877 by killing his keeper, whom he 
dashed to the floor with his trunk and trampled 
into a shapeless mass in the elephants’ quarter of 
the menagerie. After 
THIS FATAL ESCAPADE 
he was chained to the ground, in which position 
he was offered for sale and purchased by Barnum. 
Then the beast was secured so that he could 
scarcely move preparatory to shinment, and so 
great was the terror in which he was held by the 
hardened menagerie employes that men could 
hardly be obtajned to assist in the operation of 
dragging him to the vessel. His trunk was 
chained under his belly, his legs were fastened so 


that he could only move them two or three inches 
atatime, and in this way he was taken on ship- 
board and kept during the voyage. Pilot did not 
reform when he reached America. On the con- 
trary, his wickedness grew with his growth 
and strengthened with his strength One 
Keeper after another gave him up as a hopeless 
case, and refused to have anything to do with 
him, until finally Wm. Newman took the savage 
brute in charge and managed to obtain the mas- 
tery over him. Betore he was taken in charge of 
by Newman he 

HAD INJURED SEVERAL OF HIS KEEPERS, 
had killed several dogs who ventured within 
his reach and had attacked and hurt several of 
his own species. Last spring he became savage in 
the winter quarters of the menagerie at Bridge- 
port, broke loose and made havoc among the other 
animals, and was only subdued Ufter great diffi- 
cuity. While the circus was performing in Madi- 
son Square Garden last spring he struck a 
keeper named Margar, who passed within reach 
of his trunk and knocked him senseless. Then 
the ugly brute reachea for the unconscious man 
with his trunk, drew him craftily inside the rope 
and was about to trample him, as he had done 
his London trainer, when Col. Arstinstall 
came into the stable ust in 
time to save the man’s hife. Since 
then the employes of the show have lived in con- 
stant dread of the animal, and it was a usual 
thing, when on the road, when Pilot showed signs 
of temper, for all the employes to bolt but New- 
man, who has always been able to subdue him. 
For the past week Pilot has been ina vicious mood, 
and Gypsy was kept with him in order to keep 
him quiet. On Wednesday morning he suddenly 
attacked the elephant Albert without warning 
and knocked him to the ground as they were being 
led to water. Newman secured him after a strug- 
gle, and had : 

CHAINED HIM IN HIS PLACE, ~ 
when the big brute turned on him and gave him 
a grip with his trunk which almost squeezed the 
breath out of him, following up his attack by 
Knocking several teeth out of his trainer’s mouth, 
almost breaking his jaw, and stunning him com- 
pletely. Fortunately Newman fell out of the ani- 
inal’s reach,and as the beast was chained he was 
unable to follow up the attaek though he strained 
at his chain and bellowed fiercely in his efforts to 
reach the prostrate man. The outbreak was too 
serious to be passed over lightly and Pilot was set 
apart for punishment. Visitors were kept at a 
distance from him and he was chained apart from 
the other elephants. All day the fit of vicious- 
ness was upon him and he stood swaying from 
side to side with his malicious eyes glaring ven- 


geance at everyone who approached him. 
Occasionally he 4 would attempt to pull 
up the iron stake to which he was attached by 


leaning back upon his haunches and then mak- 
ing arush tothe end of hischain. He tore down 
three sixteen-inch posts which were within his 
reach, battered down a chimney and 
ATTEMPTED TO BEAT IN 
the brick walls of Madison Square Garden, and 
his angry bellowings were heard for many blocks 
around. He manitested a particular spite against 
Newman,and with frightful screams attempted to 
get at him whenever he came in sight. After 
the show closed Wednesday night prepara- 
tions were made _ for the _ subjugation 
of the beast. Elephants are brought to terms 
when they manifest viciousness by being thrown 
and thrashed until they squeal. When an ele- 
phant squeals he is subdued and will give no fur- 
ther trouble for the time being after he is let gp. 
Sometimes they will undergo fearful punishment 
before thus crying enough, and in severe cases it 
has been necessary to burn them _ with 
red-hot irons, as a keeper is well 
aware that to let an elephant up befere he is sub- 
dued would be apt to result fatally to somebody. 
Pilot was chained with his head to the wall and 
he made a desperate struggle before being thrown. 
Fritz and Gypsy were crowded close upon 
either side sothat hecould not turnto use his 
trunk, and attempts were made to get 
A NOOSE AKOUND HIS FORE FEET, 
but as often asthe rope was put onhis feet he 
would reach down with his trunk and tear

it away. The keepers of the twenty other 
elephants each took up his station by 
the side of his own articular 


charge to soothe them, lest Pilot’s bellowing should 
start them into a panic. The unruly elephant re- 
sisted all efforts to throw bim for three hours, but 
at last a rope was got around his trunk and over 
bis tusks and another put abeut his fore feet. A 
score of men pulled on eoch rope, getting a pur- 
chase around a beam and finally, after a desperate 
struggle, the huge beast was thrown to the 
ground, screaming with rage, withacrash that 
shook the building. Although he was overcome 
he refused to give inand underwent his punish- 
ment with savage snorts. 
‘He is a hopeless case,” said Mr. Bailey, “and it 
is really dangerous to keep him about any longer.

She re- 
fused. to be comforted, and ate nothing all 
day yesterday. and her grief was really pathet- 
ic.” Last night Pilot’s great carcass was dis- 
seeted under the charge of Superintendcnt Hank- 


inson, by Prof. Leatard, the veterin surgeon.

to Constantinople, she had money from her par- 
ents, relatives and husband, amounting to some 
£60,000. In addition to this she had the jew- 
els that the kind Egyptians gave her. 
The Crimean war was in progress, and 
ayoung Englishman, Chas, Edward Ramsden, 
was with the English army as a trader, supplying 
it, in fact, with coffee. In 1856, in returning from 
the Crimea to England, he —— at Constanti* 
nople.

Hedid not meet any of her 
family. He was notintroduced to her. He just 
met her.

The Prisoner Addresses the Crowd--He Pays 
the Penalty for Murdering Belle Lucas.

CHARLESTON, Mo., April 6.—At 8 o'clock How- 
ard Underwoed was shaved and neatly dressed 
in a suit of white, prepared for 
him at his request. At 9 o’clock Rev.

ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE. 
Several Bilis Passed To-Day—Proceedings in 
Both Houses. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, ILL., April 6.—The Senate met 
with little more than a quorum present. Some of 
the members seem desirous of retrieving their 
reputation for expeditious work. Senator White 
introduced a motion that no bills be introduced 
except by the unanimous consent of 
the Senate after April 12. The rules were 
suspended for consideration of the resolution, 
which, after considerable debate, was lost. Séna- 
tor Hireley introduced a joint resolution that 
when the Legislature adjourns on May 15 it ad- 
journ sine die. No action was taken On the seo 
ond resolution. The unfinishea business was the 
consideration of the bill providing tor a board of 
inspection of minesand providing for the bealth 
and safety of miners. The debate disclosed 
the fact that the question was not whether there 
should be such a board established, but of whom 
it shonld consist. Several amendments were 
adopted, one of whieh changes the age at which 
boys may work in mines from 12 to 
14 years. The special order was a bill provid- 
ing for tne publication of the Revised Statutes 
ofthe State. The bill was ordered to a third 
reading. Thefamous road and bridge bill was 
paceed and the Senate adjourned with over fifty 
ills on the calendar for asecond reading. Iti 
hoped that soine of these will be disposed of at 
to-morrow’s session. 

THE HOUSE

A SWINDLED STATE. 

It looks very much as if the State of Texas 
had been made the victim of a confidence 
game of unusual magnitude. About a year 
ago the State Legislature, for reasons which 
have never been made known to the public, 
passed avery peculiar act by which three 
millions of the most fertile acres in that 
great State were deeded over to a syndicate 
of Chicago speculators, the consideration 
being that the purchasers would build the 
State a State-house tocost a million and a 
half of dollars. 

The purchasers could well afford to build a 
State-house and also to throw in a small 
lunatic asylum, for they immediately pro- 
ceeded, as report says, to sell the land to an 
English company fora consideration which 
represents its present actual value, the 


i 


ing to the description of the land given at 
the time of the sale it was well worth that, 
being very fertile, heavily timbered and well 
watered. 

If the land is worth $10,0C0,000 to-day it 
was worth more than $1,500,000 twelve 
months ago, and the State has been shame- 
fully swindled. If the legislators did not 
know the value of the property they parted 
with so hastily they should be forever rele- 
gated to private life for a stupidity which is 
without parallel in the afinals of legisla- 
tion. Butall the indications are that they 
knew only two well what they were doing 
and that fraud and corruption were at the 
bottom of the transaction. 

In the first place there was no need of sell- 
ing the land, inasmuch as the State-house 
has not been begun yet. The State was to 
get no benefit from the sale except the build- 
ing of the State-house, and it is getting along 
very well without that. In the next place 
the sale was hurried through just at the 
time when attention was being attracted to 
the value of the State and school lands with 
‘the result of withdrawing fromthe market 
all of the school Jands that were held at less 
than $1 50 an acre. 

The transaction irresistibly recalls the 
famous ‘‘Yazoo land steal’”’ in the early his- 
tory of our country when the, Legislature of 
Georgia sold the best part of what is now 
Alabama and Mississippi for a couple of 
hundred thousand dollars, There was such 
a storm of indignation that an examination 
could not be avoided, and it showed that eve- 
ry member of the Legislature who voted for 
the bill had a share in the steal. It will be 
very surprising if the inevitable investiga- 
tion of this case does not show that the 
modern statesmen of Texas are worthy of 
their political ancestors of Georgia. 

There is no greater menace to the political 
purity of a State than the possession ofa 
rich domain to serve as a lure for robbers and 
swindlers. ‘That was proved in the subsidy- 
grabbing among the.,public lands of the 
United States; it was proved in the sale of 
the State railroad property of Missouri, and 
it looks very much as if Texas at the outset 
of its career of imperial greatness had paid 
the penalty of wealth in being made the 
victim of sharpers. 


A CONDUCTOR CONVICTED. 

An old and trusted railroad conductor by 
the name of HosLry was recently indicted 
and tried for manslaughter in Massachusetts 
because @ fatal collision resulted from his 
disobeying the rules of the road. As con- 
ductor of freight train No. 26 he received at 
Buckland Station atelegraphic order to pass 
train No. 43 at Charlemont. The rules re- 
quired him to sign the order himself, get his 
engineer also to sign it, and then return it 
for transmission back to the train-master. 
Instead of doing this he signed both names 
himself, forgot to tell the engineer about 
the order, and the result was a collision 
which killed the engineer and conductor of 
train 43 and badly injured HosLey and his 
engineer. HosLEy’s only defense was that 
he had been working fourteen hours a day 
and was s0 ill from a malarial at- 
tack on the day in question tbat he 
remembered nothing from the time he left 
Buckland till he found himself lying in a 
farm-house after the accident. Then he re- 
membered his fatal neglect to show the order 
to the engineer, and said to one of the train- 
men, “I don’t know but Iam to blame.” A 
Madgsachusetts jury held that the excuse was 
insufficient; that this overworked and fever- 
}crazed man had, by his willful neglect and 
criminal disregard of human life, committed 
the crime of manslaughter. 

It is only by punishing the negligence of 
a railroad employe as a crime that the laws 
of Massachusetts and Missouri afford any 
protection to the lives of co-employes. Some- 
thing must be done to protect them, and 
therefore poor Hos ey, after a long record 
of careful and faithful service, must go to 
the Penitentiary for one terrible blunder, 
committed at a moment when his inteliect- 
ual faculties had succumbed to the strain 
and pressure of the duties imposed 
upon him. But who can say that 
it is just to deal thus rigorously 
with the over-worked employe, and at the 
same time to release the exacting corpora- 
tion from all responsibility to the innocent 
employes who suffer by such accidents? 
They have no control over the selection of 
their. co-employes or over the conditions 


amount being stated at $10,000,000. Accord-" 


under which their work must be done. 
Every trip exposes them to the danger of 
being killed or maimed for life by the 
blunder of some incompetent or reckless 
employe of the company. It is easy to fix 
the responsibility on him, but not 80 easy to 
fix the primary responsibility on the com- 
pany that employed him, and the law which 
holds the railroad responsible for damages 
to passengers or other outsiders arbitrarily 
relieves it from all responsibility to any of 
its injured servants, whenever it can show 
that some one of them is to blame for the 
accident. ’ 
The bad policy of this arbitrary and un- 
just rule of law is seen in the extra hazard 
of service on freight trains as compared with 
employment on passenger trains. Ifa juster 
rule were adopted to make railroads as care- 
ful of their employes as of their passengers, 
we believe the result would be an immense 


saving of both life and property. 
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MUNICIPAL INNOCENTS. 

The confession of the ex-Delegate pub- 
lished in our columns two days ago. bears on 
its face every evidence of truthfulness, and 
yet we are solemnly assured by statesmen 
who have graduated from the career of mu- 
nicipal honors that there is not a word of. 
truth in it. Gentlemen with no resources 
spend a Delegate’s two years’ salary to be 
elected to an office which pays $300 a year, 
and thereafter serve the city “with pure 
hearts and clean hands,” to borrow the lan- 
guage of the Grand Jury’s reports. Bills come 
up with money in them and are passed 
purely through considerations of public good, 
or are sternly rejected if they conflict with 
the city’s welfare. We are assured that there 
never was such a thing heard of as a Dele- 
gate or Councilman being influenced by cor- 
rupt or mercenary considerations, or a bill 
passed through sordid motives. 

We should be delighted to believe this. 
We should also be delighted to believe that 
all the city contractors are really practical 
philanthropists who give the city good work 
for poor pay, that our Justices of the Peace 
are eminent jurists whose great legal learning 
and purity of character are freely placed at 
the public service, that there are no such 
persons as cast-iron jurymen, that no such 
thing as a straw-bond was ever taken by a 
court, that all bond-forfeitures are rigidly 
enforced, that our street repairs are honestly 
done, and that our street cleaning depart- 
ment is a model of efficiency and economy, 
and that we possess an ideal public ser- 
vice in every respect. 

We should like to believe all this, but we 
prefer to wait till the evidence is allin. There 
are some interesting facts which still remain 


to be put on the record.

THE evidence produced in Gov. BUTLER’S 
investigation of the Tewksbury Alms-house 
is a tale of borror surpassing the pathetic fic- 
tions bywhich Mrs.STOWE so wrought up the 
humanitarianism of Massachusetts. The 
sworn testimony of some of the witnesses 
as to the treatment of insane patients is al- 
most too horrible for belief. The sale of the 
bodies-of the dead for dissection, the viola- 
tions of law inthe disposal of the remains 
from the dissecting table,and the cruel impo- 
sitions practiced upon relatives who claimed 
the bodies for decent burial, are connected 
with a shocking presumption that the profit 
of supplying Harvard’s medical students 
with “subjects” tempted the ghoulish mana- 
gers to hasten the work of diseuse and death. 
Of seventy-three infants born in the 
institution in one year, only one remain- 
ed alive atits close, and.a former student 
who had aided in the dissection of 150 bodies 
a year at Harvard testified tnat the infant 
bodies received from Tewksbury Alms- 
house were almost invariably found without 
any remains or traces of foodin them. It is 
in evidence that the nursery department was 
placed in charge of inmates detailed for 
the purpose, and that these old hags some- 
times boasted of the ease with which they 
maintained a preternatural quiet amon the 
scores of babes under their charge. These 
are,the stories of discharged employes, but 
the corroborative evidence is strong enough 
to show that the institution needed the vig- 
orous shaking up which Governor BUTLER 
is giving it, 


A GREAT deal of light is thrown on the 
standard of dramatic criticism in New York 
by the disagreement between Miss Lewis 
and her manager, a casual husband of hers 
named ARFWEDSON,. whom she has dis- 
charged. The successor of ARFwEDSON— 
as manager, not as husband—mentions, 
among other mistakes made by him, that he 
did not even obey his wife’s instructions to 
always keep on hand money enough to treat 
the critics with, but that he had, on the con- 
trary, been seen going out between the acts 
with ushers and stage people, wham the com- 
pany had no motive to cultivate. We have 
noticed that Mr. WILLIAM WINTER and Mr: 
RICHARD GRANT WHITE and other eminent 
critics of New York have recently been tak- 
ing gloomy views of the drama, and we have 
no doubt that if their depression could be 
traced back to its causes it would be found 
that many managers had been following 
ARFWEDSON’s bad custom and surreptitious- 
ly treating the ushers with the funds which 
were set aside to secure the influence of the 


press.

DISTINGUISHED DEAD. 


Missouri Pioneers and Officials Interred in 
the State Cemetery... 


Located in the eastern portion of Jefferson City, 
just beyond the line of houses, is the old cem- 
etery of the city, an institution established forty 
years ago, which contains many graves, covered 
by old-fashioned slabs, now weather-stained and 
blackened by time, but upon which may still be 
traced the names of men prominently identified 
with the early history of the State. There is one 
neatly kept enclosure in the corner of the cem- 
etery where repose the ashes of a num- 
ber of State officials and members 
of the Assembly who died with the har- 
ness on.

the dust of ex-Governor Thomas keynolds, one 
of Missouri’s most gifted children. From the 
inscriptron on the shaftitis to be seen that he 
was born in Bracken county, Kentucky, in 1792. 
He removed to Illinois when of age and at 
once embarked into public life. His first office 
was that of Clerk of the House of Representatives. 
ane a good lawyer, he was next elevated to the 
position of Attorney-General. At the expiration 
of histerm, he ran for the Assembly and was 
elected speaker of the House. He was next hon- 
ored by being cliosen Chief Justice of the Su- 
' Court. In 1829 he came to 

lissouri, wag elected to the Legisla- 
ture became Speaker of the House, 
was later elected Judge of the Second District Cir- 
cuit Court, and in the fall of 1843 elected Governor 
of the State. He took his seat on January 1, 1844, 
and forty days later committed suicide while 
laboring under the delusion that ne was being pur- 
sued by relentless enemies. He was a remark- 
ably aggressive man and had enemies, but noth- 
ing warranted the rash act that deprived Missouri 
of a Governor and the bar of one of its brightest 
ornaments. 

Blackened by time and searcely legible is the 
inscription over the grave of Elias Bancroft, who 
ended 73 years’ faithful service to God and his 
countryion August 26, 1851. He was a member of 


the State —— in the years 1821 and 1822, and 
served as Auditor of Public Accounts from 1824 
to 


1833. 

John Walker, an ancestor! of the present State 
Auditor, according to a stone erected by an act 
of the General Assembly, was a Senator from 
Howard in 1828, served as State Treasurer in 1832 
and 1833, and died May 26, 1838. é 

Wm. G. Minor, a representative of an old 
family, was in 1842 a member of the Lower House 
of the General Assembly, in 1848 pranced about 
as Adjutant-General, and 1851 was Secretary of 
the Senate. 

Peter P. Glover died in October, 1851, seemingly 
full of years and honors, having, according to the 
siab over his dust, served as the representative 
from Callaway county, and then the Senator from 
Cole, elected Secretary of State, then Auditor of 
Public Accounts, then Superintendent of Common 
Schools, then State Treasurer, and when death 
overtook him, in Osage county, he was a promi- 
nent candidate for Governor. 

James R. McVearmon, who has descendants in 
the State, one of whom is a _ prominent 
lawyer at St. Charles, died, according to the slab, 
in 1848, while holding the office of Atditor 
of Public Accounts, to which he had been ap- 
—_— two years before. He was born in Prince 

ward county, Va., in 1805, came to Missouri in 
1831 and was esteemed one of the brightest sons 
of her adoption. 

A handsome marble shaft in the State lot marks 
the resting-place of one of the ablest men Mis- 
souri ever produced—Ackman Welch. He was 
born in Warren county, — 25, 1827, and early 
embarked in public life. ter ae four years 
in the Legislature he was appointed Attorney- 
General in 1861. He was vice-president of the 
loyal convention of 1862, and died in office July 
28, 1864, “a patriot and a Christian.” 

There are buriea in the State lot, each grave 
surmounted by a handsome marble slab, the re- 
mains of some thirty members of the General As- 
sembly, entered there atthe desire of relatives, 
that being their privilege. 

THE CENTRALIA MASSACRE. 

Aajoining this cemetery is that of the United 
States Government, in which are interred 644 
soldiers who fought for the Union. Of this num- 
ber 331 are known aad 313 unknown. A _ feature 
of the cemetery isa towering monolith, erected 
over a long trench, in which lay ‘the 
remains of the members of companies 
A, G an H, Thirty-ninth . Missouri 
Volunteer Infantry, who were killed in action at 
Centralia, Mo., on the 27th day of September, 1864.” 
These are the victims of the Centralia massacre 


by Bill Anderson and his men, the bloody episode | 


in which the Jamesand Younger boys and others 
of that terrible gang received the baptism of 
blood. The bodies of the murdered soldiers were 
first buried ina trench at Centralia, but, were re- 
moved some six years later to the National Ceme- 
——s much ceremony. The names of ali the 
victims to the vengeance of the guerrilias are in- 
scribed upon the monument.

“We wouldgcall attention to the singular yet no- 
torious circumstance that candidates fog office 
*are irequently accused of speading more Money 
to secure an election than the salary attached to 
the office yields. We can well understand how 
men Will pay beavily from their means for politi- 
cal honors, but excessive clection expenses are 
necessarily corruptive, and we would stigyvest that 
laws should be so framed and enforced as to pre- 
Vent the perpetration of any such questionable 
and suspicious conduct. We believe that guat- 
anteed tenure in office to subordinates and ade- 
quate salaries to all would, in most cases, secure 
not only more conscientious public servants, 
but better service at less aggregate cost. 
We believe that the rewards of office 
to pay for. party service is a grave 
political error, Which may result in disaster to 
the Republic. We would suggest for the consid- 
eration of our citizens generally that the conduct 
of our public servants, whether executive, legis- 
lative or judicial, pe closely watched and any 
Wrongs committed or duties neglected be brought 
to the atteution of the GrandJury at once, and es- 
pecially the latter, for the slow poison of neglect 
and decay produces death as certainly as the no- 
torious Violence of outrageous wrong. While it is 
— that men of vile habits in svcial life may 

é incorruptible in their public duties, yet public 
Virtue aud private honor are more generally com- 
panions, and we hope the dayis not far distant 
When the healthy, moral sentiment shall so pre- 
Vall that none bul men of pure hearts and clean 
hands shall have charge and control of our public 
affairs.”

hours. The pigments used upon tapestry 
are those commonly known as aniline colors. 
The tapestry is used either as the main por- 
tion of wall banners, for portieres or cur- 
tains, or for covering furniture. 

Transparencies for parlor windows are 
made of thin muslin, upon which free de- 
signs are either painted in water colors or 
embroidered in long stitch. Mounted in eb- 
ony frames, they are placed at right angles 
with the window in a position where they 
catch the rays of light. Plush and raw sil 
now extensively used for full undercurtains 
instead of lace or Madras musiin. Where 
these curtains are necessary it is advisable 
to hang them close to the sash. Tinsel 
wrought Madras muslin, thin yellow silk and 
bolting cloth, painted and embroidered, are 
also used. Curtainsin velours, with Orien- 
tal stripes ornamented in tinsel, are hand- 
some and stylish. Curtains of tambour lace 
are still in favor, notwithstanding the popu- 
larity in Madras cloth. 

A set of smoking-room curtains is made in 
cigar brown satin sheeting. embroidered 
with the pale green leaves and flowers of the 
tobacco pliant. An effective manner of 
working such acurtain design is to outline 
all the forms, then work them in long over- 
stitch, the stitches confined — by the out- 
lineand veinings. The curtains are bound 
with amber-colored galoon, mounted with 
rings on @ wooden bar, suggesting a long- 
nine cigar. and looped back with strings of 
large imitation amber beads. 

An attachment for window curtains, to 
keep them from blowing out when the win- 
dow is open, consists of two pieces of chain 
of suitable length attached to the lower edge 
of the curtains, near opposite sides, and two 
hooks on the window casing for the chains 
to be attached to.

A CLOSED MANSION.

On Carey street in Baltimore stands a 
peculiar dwelling which has been an object 
of subdued iuterest to all who are partially 
or fully acquainted with its peculiar history. 
For forty years its dark-colored shutters 
have never n unbarred and its massive 
front door never once opened. Within its 
portals the furniture just stands exactly the 
same, excepting the ravages produced by the 
masterly hand oftime and the corroding 
touch of decay, as it stood many years ago 
when its spacious halls resounded with life 
aud gayety. 

Its owner is a man aged, gray and grizzly. 
His eye possesses a peculiar sharp, penetrat- 
ing look, and really appears as if it had not 
closed in serene slumber for a full decade of 
human events. Heis reported to be enorm- 
ously wealthy, but, as faras ascertained, he 
never shows his bank books to any one, and 
he has not one single relative or friend this 
side of the Great Unknown.

Since 
the hour when the corpse, beautiful even in 
the embraces of a shameful! and guilty death, 
was forever carried from that residence, 
nothing small or large has been changed with- 
in that dwelling, except as just noted. The 
once expensively and artistically carved 
piano stands open, with the now mildewed 
and decayed green cloth carelessly hanging 
over it, just as she left it years ago, when its 

resent yellow keys were white and glisten- 

ng, and merrily responded tothe graceful 
touch of her small white hand; the moths 
and worms of decay revel in undisturbed hi- 
larity among the folds of the once elegant 
curtains and through the once expensive Ax- 
minster carpet; the massive walnut furni- 
ture stands moldy, gradually falling to pieces 
in the atter silence of unlimited decay, In 
the “‘living-room”’—the sitting-room—of this 
mansion of desolation, every small article of 
every-day use remains exactly as she left 
them, or as she placed them during her 
last mortal visit to the spot where she 
spent the happiest hours of her earthly life. 
It would make evena young, giddy girl of 
this world, who, never yet having experienc- 
ed any trouble, fondly and gayly imagines 
life to be one everlasting bed of ever bloom- 
ing roses, Without one single thorn or briar, 
just heart-sick to go through that silent 
abode of death and decay. 

Before this “interview terminated the old 
gentleman kindly read an extract from his 
will, in which he had arranged certain mone- 
tary affairs, with his sure, business-like pre- 
cision, that that old house, with all its decay- 
ing and moldy furniture, will stand just ex- 
actly as it has stood for the past forty years, 
for a long time to come, until, in fact, all 
within its walls will, like the bodies of the 
once happy man and woman whose bright 
presence eulivened it in the almost forgotten 
past, shall have crumbled into the dusty ob- 

i¥jon of utter nothingness. ‘You see,” the 
old gentleman sadly said, as his visitor with 
a heavy heart and sympathizing mind bade 
him good-by at the back gate, “Iam doing 
much more than living up tomy promise. 1 
have the wealth to do it, aud | want to do it.

A ROYAL IMPOSTOR. 


Baron Von Pawel-Rammingen Sent to 
Prison for Seven Years, 
From the Vienna Telegram. 

The Court of Appeals has confirmed the 
sentence of the Criminal Court of Innspruck 
against Baron Alexander Yon Pawel-Ram- 
mingen. This case has risen to the dignity 
of acause celebre by reason of its many 

inful phases and the extraordinary and 
nternational features involved in it. The 
convicted Baron is a cousin of the husband 
of Princess Frederica, of Hanover, and is 
thus allied directly to eavaley. He was 
born in 1814, at Cohung, and since 1876 bas 
been Jivingin the Tyrol. He was educated 
inthe Protestant faith, but in 1873 visited 
America and was there converte! toCatholic- 
ism. He at once entered the Catholic Com- 
munion, and was in 1879 appointed Cham- 
berlain to the Pope. ‘This position gave him 
a standing and influence that he was not 
slow to use in later life. 

The story of the Reichardt legacy and the 
connection of Baron Rammingen with it is in 
itself rich in romanee and history. About 
the middle of the eightee ith century Gen- 
eral Walter Sombre Reicharut, after serving 
in the army of the Grand Mogu! of Delhi 
ageine the English, founded the Principality 
of Sirdhana, in Northwest India. He soon 
became enormously rich. He died and the 
legacy left by him, which now renders his 
name famous, fel] to his wife, the cruel Be- 
gum Soforu, who afier the demise of her 
husband embraced Catholicism and adopted 
as her heir David Dyce Sombre, a grandson 
of General Reichardt. The East India Com- 
pany, potent even in this matter, now se- 
questered the legacy on the pretence that af- 
ter Reichardt’s death Begum Somru was on- 
ly entitled to the usufruct of the Principality 
of Sirdhana. Long, costly and complicated 
lawsuits ensued and were not terminated 
until 1872, when the Privy Council in Lon- 
don confirmed a compromise which had been 
arranged between the claimants. ‘The heir. 
David Dyce, marmed a daughter of Admiral 
St. Vincent and was subsequently deciared a 
lunatic on account of his extravagance. In 
revenge he disinherited his wife and willed 
all his property to the East India Company. 

He died, his relict married Lord Forester 
and imediateiy attacked her deceased hus- 
band’s will. While this lawsuit was prog- 
ressing, somewhere about 1850, it was. sud- 
denly announced that General Reichardt 
was not an Indian, buta Tyrolese. His de- 
scendants in the Tyrol were summoned and 
a linguist named Genaud, of Bozen, claimed 
the legacy on behalf of a woman pretending 
to descend from Reichardt’s sister. Thecase 
miscarried, but Genaud, porns abashed, 

rocured another client, Mary Widmayer, 

ormerly cook of the Vicar of that locality. 
In 1876 Count Gunther Sternberg _in- 
troduced this pair to Baron Pawel-Ramming- 
en, whose accomplishments made him a valu- 
abie man to promote the interests of the 
claimants. e made at least five trips to 
London and many to Rome, Paris and Vien- 
na and coilacted 30,000 florins from small cap- 
italists,under promise of repaying them three- 
fold. He induced several notable personages 
in England and Austria to interest them- 
selves and took advantage of a communica- 
tion from Lord Denbigh, stating that Begum 
Somru had bequeathed a large sunr to the 
Catholic Mission at Agra, to represent that 
the whole affair was of primary importance 
to the Catholic Church. He thus won over 
the clergy, and as his conversion came in 
conveniently at this time, he addressed him- 
self to the pees of the Caputhin friars at 
Rome, promising that the Tyrolese heirs 
would pay the Capuchins their “share in re- 
turn for their support. The Baron boasted 
that he had secured the favor of Lord Eltis 
and Lord Ripon, Viceroy of India, but his 
claim seems to have little or no foundation, 

Allthese points are set forth in the act in- 
dicting the Baron, besides many petty 
charges. After it had been read in court the 
President made the extraordinary remark 
that as_the Baron’s relations had testified to 
his unblemished character, either he must 
have acted without their knowledge or they 
had made false statements, ‘The Baron 
ay me not uilty and alleged that he had 

een induced by Count Sternberg, who had | 
first consulted the Emperor; that Counts 
Schoenborn and Falkénhayn had been inter- 
ested in the case, and that the chances fa- 
vored the success of his cause. There were 
read in court a note addressed by the 
Austrian Embassy in Rome to the Foreign 
Office in Vienna and letters from Cardinals 
Jacobini and Simeoni. Count Schoenboru’s 
testimony admitted that out of friendship he 
had spoken in the Baron's behalf to Count 
Taofe, Baron Calice and the late Baron Hay- 
merle on the subject and had received reas- 
suring replies. ‘he charges of the Govern- 
ment against Baron Pawei-Rammingen were 
all sustained, the evidence being direct and 
indisputable, and the trial, which began De- 
cember 15, ended on the 19th, witha verdict 
of conviction. The court sentenced him to 
seven years’ imprispnment, with deprivation 
of his title tonobility. The last act in the 
sensational trial was the decision of yester- 
day, when the Court of Appeals contirmed 
the sentence of the Innspruck Assizes.

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ICATCHING HIPPOPOTAMI. 


How Specimens’ Are Obtained for 

Menageries and Zoological Gardens. 

From the Commercial Gazette. 

In a recent issne of “Forest and m” a 
correspondent gives an account of how he 
killed lions, rhinoceroses and hippopotami, 
ony twenty-five years since, within 
walk of Cape Town. Perhaps he did, but 
Le Valliant landed therein 1781, afd had to 
travel into Caffraria, some four or five 
hundred miles in a direct line, before he ever 
saw a hippopotamus. The writer of this 
article first visited the Cape Colony in 1865, 
and it was ’65 before he got his first sight of 
a pair in Natal, about one thousand miles u 
the eastern cvast from Cape Town, whic 
had been preserved for a number of by 
a sugar planter, on his estate, But itis not 
the Intention of the writer to expose all the 
Munchausenisms which of jate vears have 
been written about South African hunting, 
but to give a succinct account of how oung 
hippopotami are captured and Aeneadl a to 
Lurope and this country, for the purpose of 
exhibition in the zoological gardens and 
menageries, 

Perhaps it may be of interest to the read- 
ers of the Commercial Gazette to know that 
the trade 1s almost entirely in the hands of 
au American firm, Messrs, Chas. iche & 
bro ., of New York, who annually fit out a 
party for Cassala, . town on the confines o 
Nubia and Abyssinia. Almost the sole article 
of the outfit consists of Maria ‘Theresa 
thalers, which are packed in wooden boxes 
and transported on scamel through the 
country. In spite of this rather loose man- 
ner of conducting money affairs among peo- 
ple whom most travelers lead to believe are 
natural-born thieves, Mr. Reiche assures ine 
that he has never lost a penny by robbery. 
At a recent date he informed ine that one of 
his men, in proceeding from Europe to join 
the others with a Jarge sum of silver in his 
possession, died of African fever ata amall 
port on the Red Sea, but everything, even to 
the slightest articles of clothing, was = 
lously preserved until the arrival of the duly 
authorized party to receive them. 1 am 
afraid, in spite of our boasted civilization, 
that there are many places, even in Cincin- 
neti, wiere the like would not have happen- 
v 


We will suppose the party arrived at Cas- 
sala, where suitable quarters are sec 
and everything arranged for some months’ 
sojourn. Notice is then sent out to the vari- 
ous parties of native hunters, particularly to 
the Hamran Arabs, who are the most expert, 
and consequently the most successful. On 
the arrival of the hunters a grand pow-wow 
is held, and orders are given for the various 
speciinens required. The hunting parties 
make immediate preparations, and start with 
as little delay as possible. We will now fol- 
low a party of hippopotamus-hunters, or 
howartis, as they are called, to the banks of 
the Athara River, one of the Abyssinian 
attiuents of the Nite. It is only in the dry 
season, when the river has becowe a suc- 
cession of large pools, that hippopotamus- 
catching can be followed with any chance:of 
success. There is another chance, also, 
which few would imagine, and that is h 
pening tocome across the mother and 
when the youngster is but a few days old, aa 
they soon grow toa size which would pre- 
vent their capture alive. A camp is selecte 
a short distance from the banks of the 
streai, so as not to disturb their game, and 
the hunters stealthil patrolits banks for 
miles in each direction, until a mother with 
acalf of suitable age is discovered. The 
wind is then studied and the approach is al- 
ways made againgt it by two howartis, swim- 
ming and diving when necessary, each arm- 
ed with a harpoon, theiron head of which 
easily detaches from the bamboo shaft. To 
the head is fastened a float, by means of a 
nuinber of stout cords, which prevents their 
being bitten in two, and the float answers a 
double purpose—first, to give the exact i- 
tion of the harpooned animal! when it dives; 
the second wiil be explained further on. 
Having reached the proper distance without 
alarming the watchful mother, one, or both 
harpoons, if possible, are hurled into her, 
when both of the howartis dive, swim some 
distance under water, repeating the opera- 
tion until outof danger, when they make 
their way tothe camp for assistance. Im- 
mediately all hands start for the pool, carry- 
ing with them two Long stout ropes and 
several extra harpoons. On arriving at the 
water’s edge, the end of one of the ropes 
tied in the center of the other, and one of 
the hunters swims across with the loose end 
of the tied rope, whilst the two ends of the 
other are held by his assistants. When he 
reaches the opposite bank he walks down to- 
wards the fluat, whilst the others keep pace 
with him, with one of the ends of the ro 
some fifteen or twenty feet ahead of the 
other, thus forming across the stream a large 
Y. Sosoon asthe ropes reach the float at- 
tached to the harpoon, a dexterous jerk 
catches itinthe apex of the triangle, and 
thus it serves its second purpose, that of 
what is ergy known asa toggle. The 
two ends of the Y are then brought together 
and twisted, so asto serveas a hauling 
line, a strain is put on, and about this time 
the fun commences, with sufficient ory 
mixed with it to make matters somewhat in- 
teresting for the attacking party. 

So soon as the strain is felt by the mother 
hippo she rises to the surface and attempts 
to bite the harpoon line in two, but the num- 
ber of strands prevents it. A turn of the rope 
is instantly taken around either a large 
bowlder or a tree on the bank, and every foot 
of slack is taken in as the opportunities of- 
fer. Finally she charges directly on omen 
where she is met by the thrusts of severa 
extra harpoons and blinded by several 
handsfu! of sharp sand thrown into her 
eyés. ‘The sand proves more efficacious in 
repelling her charge than the harpoons, and 
she is furced to retreat into the water in 
order to get rid of its blinding effects. In 
the meanwhile, as much of the slack 
possible is taken in and secured, and 
ropes of the other harpoons fastened in like 
manner, thus graduaily forcing her nearer 
and nearer to the shore, where she is finally 
killea by harpoons. Hunger soon drives the 

oung one to the body of its mother, and it 
s easily caught by a party of hunters swim- 
ming across from the .opposite shore and 
thus driving it out on the bank. } 

As soon as possible after the capture, camp 
is broken up; the youngster, caged ins 
hastily-constructed crate, is lashed ona 
cam and fed by the milk of a small flock of 
goats; all speed is made to reach C a, 
where a miniatureDdath, quantities of goat's 
milk and experienced attendants await its 
arrival, Other hunters come in wie borne 
additional young hippos, or giraffes, e 
phants, antelopes, etc., so that conecting 
parties’ quarters resemble a small zool 

arden. The thalers are paid out witha 
liberal hand, the towf experiences a finan- 
cial boom, and the lucky hunters become the 
lions of the community. Now comes the 
most anxious period for the collectors, ass 
caravan has to be organized, accompa by 
a large flock of goats, to travel some twenty 
or thirty days across the desert, to Souakim, 
a port on the Red The mortality list on 
this trip is always heavy, and the collectors 
consider theinselves fortunateif it doesnot 
exceed fifty per cent. From Souakim passage is 
taken in the first steamer for Suez, rail from 
thence to Alexandria, steamer from there to 
either Trieste or Marseilles, and then rail to 
Alfeld, Germany, Messrs. Reicne’s European 
headquarters. Here, under the experienced 
eye of the resident partner, the different 
specimens are carefully nursed until they 
have vered from all ill effects of their 
long and hurried journey, and then distribut- 
ed amongst the different cal 
toins of Europe and America.
